corded on  a  Technics  RS-686  Stereo  Cassette  Record- 
er with  Dolby  B  Noise  Reduction  System.  In  some- 
thing over  four  weeks,  Mario  visited  Austria,  Czecho- 
slovakia, Italy  and  Bulgaria.  It  was  in  Mikino  and  So- 
fia, however,  that  he  did  the  bulk  of  these  recordings, 
visiting  radio  stations,  record  companies,  lavcrnas  and 
so  forth.

Wow!  It  was  a  great  beginning  tor  ihc  1979-80  Fiscal  Year. 
$54,903  was  the  final  total  for  the  first  half  of  KPFK's 
Fall  Fund  Drive.  As  previously  annciunccd  here,  \vc  will 
return  during  the  final  two  weeks  of  this  month  with  a 
Drama  Festival  Fund  Raiser  to  raise  the  remaining  portion 
of  our  $100,000  goal  for  the  fall  on-thc-air  drive.  Wc  were 
hoping  to  make  $50,000  dining  the  first  two  wcck^  in  Oc- 
tober. The  fact  we  exceeded  it  by  $4,903  gives  us  a  head 
start  for  the  end  of  this  month.  Remaining  to  be  raised: 
$45,097. 

Thank  you  to  all  of  the  new  subscribers  and  those  current 
subscribers  who  donated  extra.  If  you  are  still  looking  at 
the  mailing  sent  to  you  during  October,  pick  it  up  and 
mail  back  whatever  you  can.

Profile  by  Richard  Mahler 

CHARLES  MORGAN  has  always  been  a  man  ahead  of 
his  time. 

He  learned  aboul  the  oil  industry  first-hand  while  still  a 
teen-aged  journalist  in  derrick-strewn  Oklahoma.  In  1934 
Morgan  was  o;Te  of  the  first  television  newscasters  ever. 
Three  years  before  the  UiS.  declared  war  on  Japan  he  had 
already  lost  a  job  over  the  issue  of  his  involvement  in 
anti-fascist  activities.  In  1960  he  was  part  of  the  first  all- 
news  station  in  the  nation  (in  San  Francisco),  and  was 
with  KFWB  the  day  it  switched  from  Top-40  rock  to  all- 
news.  To  top  it  off,  Morgan  has  already  had  last  rites 
administered  to  him  three  times. 

During  his  6'/j  years  as  KPFK's  self-described  "news 
essayist,"  67->'ear-old  Charles  Morgan  has  devoted  count- 
less hours,  thousands  of  dollars,  and  a  third  of  his  Bever- 
ly Hills  apartment  to  the  production  of  the  award-winning 
segments  that  follow  KPFK's  evening  and  morning  news- 
casts (Monday  and  Wednesday  at  6:45  p.m.,  and  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  at  9;15  a.m.).  In  one  year  alone  ('75), 
Morgan  estimates  he  wrote  and  broadcast  a  half-million 
words  over  KPFK  while  on  a  five-commentary- per- week 
schedule.  In  so  doing,  he  has  earned  a  place  as  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  respected  programmers  in  the  station's 
20-year  history. 

"You  can  give  all  the  facts  and  figures  you  want,  but  if 
you  don't  provide  a  little  of  the  explanatory  along  with 
it    even  to  the  point  of  being  perjorative    they  don't 
mean  a  damn  thing,"  Morgan  believes.  "Our  notion  of 
objective  journalism  is  a  peculiarly  American  phenomenon. 
To  believe  that  a  journalist  can  stand  apart  from  the  story 
he  or  she  is  writing  is  just  plain  bullshit." 


Morgan  ascribes  the  popularity  nl  his  segments  (Irom 
which  transcripts  are  available  on  request)  to  the  public's 
unquenchable  thirst  for  informed  cntnment  and  analysis. 
He  notes  with  sadness  the  passing  nl  the  news  commenta- 
tor from  the  broadcast  journalism  scene.

"Elmer  Davis,  Raymond  Swing,  Edward  R.  Mtirrow,  Ed- 
ward P.  Morgan,  Eric  Severeid    they're  almost  all  gone 
now.  I'm  the  only  one  in  Los  Angeles  doing  what  I  do, 
and  I'm  sure  there  aren't  many  left  in  the  rest  of  the 
country." 

Charles  Glenn  (the  switch  to  Morgan  came  in  1957  in  or- 
der to  avoid  confusion  with  a  notorious  San  Francisco 
swindler  of  the  same  name)  has  been  meeting  deadlines 
since  starting  as  a  correspondent  for  the  daily  Tulsa  World 
and  lesser-known  weeklies  more  than  50  years  ago.  His 
resonant  voice  first  met  the  aether  in  1933  over  Kansas 
City's  WLBF.  A  year  later,  Morgan  appeared  on  experi- 
mental television  and  high  fidelity  radio  stations  operated 
by  that  city's  First  National  Television.  In  1935,  Morgan 
was  hired  as  news  editor  for  WNAX  in  Yankton,  South 
Dakota. 

"You  did  everything  in  a  station  ol  that  %\ic  at  that  time," 
Morgan  recalls.  "I  produced  dramas,  read  poetry,  sang, 
and  introduced  musical  groups.  For  two  years  I  was  MC 
for  a  band  leader  named  Lawrence  Welk." 

In  1937,  Morgan  and  his  new  bride  moved  to  Springfield, 
Missouri,  where  the  former  continued  in  journalism,  and 
lectured  and  tutored  in  area  schools  and  colleges  on  the 
side. 

"It  was  in  Springfield  that  the  liberal  and  progressive  move- 
ment first  opened  up  to  me.  However,  when  word  got  a- 
round  about  my  talk  of  union  organizing  and  anti-fascism, 
I  was  asked  to  quit  reporting." 

To  make  a  long  story  short,  Charles  refused,  and  moved 
west.  Soon  after  arriving  in  Los  Angeles  in  1938,  Morgan 
became  heavily  involved  in  anti-fascist  organizing  and 
wrote  columns  for  The  People's  World  and  Daily  Worker. 

In  early  1942,  Morgan  volunteered  for  Arm\  combat,  just 
before  his  scheduled  graduation  from  Officers'  Candidate 
School,  the  Pentagon  learned  of  his  membership  in  the 
Communist  Party. 

"I  was  denied  my  commission  and  isolated  at  Fort  Benja- 
min, Harrison,  Indiana— then  being  used  as  a  camp  for  ene- 
my aliens.  Ironically,  I  was  given  the  task  of  running  the 
fort's  seven  firing  ranges,  which  included  conducting  fir- 
ing exercises  for  the  FBI.  Eleant)r  Roosevelt  eventualK 
intervened,  however,  and  I  was  sent  off  to  help  publish   . 
newspapers,  produce  radio  programs,  and  otherwise  edu- 
cate troops  about  the  meaning  of  the  war." 

Morgan  returned  from  overseas  duty  in  1946  and  resumed 
his  work  with  the  Communist  Party  and  other  organiza- 
tions. He  survived  as  a  freelance  writer  and  for  several 
years  was  continuity  director  for  the  Keystone  Broadcast- 
ing System  (a  program  service  for  600-odd  small  market 
radio  stations).  In  1951  he  rejoined  The  People's  World 
as  a  staff  reporter -in  time  to  cover  the  Smith  Act  and 
Hollywood  trials  of  the  McCarthy  era.

In  1954,  Morgan  chose  to  leave  Ihc  Communist  Party  and 
its  newspaper  in  favor  of  freelance  writing  (an  unpublished 
novel)  and  odd  jobs  (truck  driver,  theater  usher). 

Three  years  later,  under  his  new  name,  Morgan  became 
the  10:30  p.m.  news  anchorman  on  ABC-owned  KGO-TV 
in  San  Francisco. 

"Within  10  weeks,  I  moved  the  show  to  the  top  of  the  ra- 
tings on  four  out  of  five  nights,"  Morgan  remembers,  "and 
was  advised  I  was  being  considered  for  a  network  anchor- 
ing job  in  New  York." 

Il  was  not  to  be. 

"A  week  after  learning  of  the  possible  network  promotion, 
my  bo&s  announced  I'd  be  let  go  at  the  end  of  my  13-week 
contract  at  KGO.  A  few  days  before,  I  had  confronted  an 
FBI  agent  parked  outside  my  house.  He  said  all  the  Bureau 
wanted  was  for  me  to  come  down  and  talk.  When  I  insisted 
on  bringing  an  attorney  such  as  Charles  Garry  or  Vincent 
Hallinan,  however,  they  said  'no  go.' 

"Ullimatelv,  my  boss  conlcsscd  that  my  firing  had  been 
political   -that  the  FBI  had  visited  ABC  in  New  York  and 
San  Francisco.  He  insisted  he'd  reviewed  every  script  I'd 
wiiltcn  for  broadcast  and  been  unable  to  find  anything 
subversive  or  revolutionary.  'We  couldn't  find  a  damn 
thing,'  my  boss  said, "and  we  just  don't  understand  what's 
going  on.'  " 

Later,  in  a  private  meeting  with  the  FBI  agent  in  charge  of 
his  case,  Morgan  was  again  assured  his  firing  had  indeed 
been  politically  motivated. 

For  the  next  four  years,  Charles  Morgan  was  blacklisted. 
("I  had  more  'change  of  format'  excuses  given  when  I  was 
fired  than  I  care  to  remember-  I  worked  everywhere  in 
the  Bay  Area.") 

In'  1961,  after  ^Yz  years  as  a  public  relations  aide  to  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Morgan's  name  was 
finally  cleared.  The  Kennedy  Administration  had  ordered 
the  blacklist  destroyed.  Charles  Morgan  immediately  got  a 
broadcast  news  job    first  with  KRON-TV  and  then  NBC- 
owned  KNBR  Radio. 

After  returning  to  Los  Angeles  in  1965,  Morgan  worked 
at  various  radio  stations-winding  up  as  writer/editor  at 
KFWB.  In  1972,  after  a  brief  sUnt  at  KABC  Radio,  Mor- 
gan joined  the  election  campaign  of  Assemblyman  Paul 
Priolo  of  Santa  Monica  as  a  press  assistant. 

"The  day  after  the  election  I  got  sick  (pancreatitis,  hepa- 
titis and  subsequent  complications).  I  lapsed  into  uncon- 
sciousness for  nine  days,  with  a  terminal  prognosis.  This 
is  when  I  was  given  last  rites  on  three  occasions." 

After  five  months,  Charles  was  well  enough  to  leave  the 
hospital. 


"I  couldn't  stand  the  idea  of  not  working,"  he  explains. 
"I  had  already  received  an  Associated  Press  award  for  my 
commentaries  on  KPFK,  while  I  was  still  working  at  KF- 
WB. In  fact,  I  used  to  tape  my  commentaries  there.  I 
approached  (then-manager)  Will  Lewis  about  doing  them 
on  a  regular  basis-and  I've  been  here  ever  since." 

The  twice-weekly  writing  of  the  news  essay  ordinarily  be- 
gins early,  two  or  three  a.m.,  on  the  day  of  scheduled 
broadcast.  Assembly  takes  place  in  Charles'  study,  where 
his  voluminous  notes,  periodicals,  books,  and  reference 
works  arc  at  his  fingertips.  The  electric  typewriter  clatters 
and  hums  with  little  interruption  until  the  piece  is  com- 
plete. By  late  morning  or  early  afternoon,  Morgan  has  com- 
pleted his  trip  to  the  KPFK  news  studio-where  the  essay 
is  taped,  given  an  introduction  and  close,  edited,  and  placed 
in  the  control  studio  for  broadcast  that  evening. 

Although  current  health  problems  have  caused  him  to  cut 
back  on  his  workload,  Charles  insists  it  is  in  many  respects 
actually  more  difficult  to  produce  his  news  essay  twice  a 
week  rather  than  every  day. 

"The  amount  of  time  I  spend  per  commentary  goes  up 
dramatically  when  I'm  not  meeting  a  deadline  every  day. 
The  element  of  selectivity  enters  into  it-with  only  two 
shots  a  week  it's  much  less  clear  what  subject  I'm  going 
to  discuss." 

In  addition  to  his  work  at  KPFK,  Charles  has  found  time 
to  write  for  the  magazine  Equal  Opportunities  Forum,  as 
he  has  in  the  past  for  Westways,  Bon  Appetjt,  and  several 
Western  history  magazines.  He  has  been  a  food/cooking 
coUimnist  for  many  years  and  written  widely  about  early 
California  history  (notably,  the  black  "mountain  man," 
jim  Beckwourth). 

It  is  the  opportunity  to  compile  and  react  to  vast  amounts 
of  pertinent  information  that  attracts  Charles  to  KPFK. 

"We  can't  compete  with  the  commercial  news  media  in 
covering  many  events.  But  there  are  key  stories  that  we 
should  consider  to  be  ours  and  cover  very  heavily.  Water- 
gate was  one.  Energy  is  another. 

"A  more  recent  example  is  exploring  the  chasm  that  separ- 
ates Jews  and  Blacks.  This  should  be  our  story.  In  this  in- 
stance, KPFK  should  exist  as  a  positive  channel  for  voic- 
ing disaffections  and  discontents. 

"This  is  where  we  play  a  constructive  role,"  Morgan  con- 
cludes, "and  to  think  local  television  stations  can  preempt 
us  on  it  is  ridiculous.  Its  ramifications  are  international  in 
scope-the  ideas  of  racialism  and  ethnicism  arc  going  to 
play  a  very  predominant  role  in  the  world's  future." 

If  the  volume  and  tone  of  response  to  Charles  Morgan's 
news  essays  is  any  valid  index  of  listener  endorsement  ot 
that  philosophy-we  need  his  "Perscverence"  now  more 
than  ever.

MATIOIMAL  BOARD  MEETS

Pacifica  held  its  yearly  budget  meeting  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  over  the  weekend  of  September  14-16. 
in  the  course  of  the  four  day  meeting,  Pacifica  adopted 
a  budget  in  excess  of  two  million  dollars,  heard  Pacifica 
founder  Lewis  Hill's  vision  of  listener-sponsored  radio 
described,  approved  plans  to  distribute  a  nation-wide 
Pacifica  National  Newscast  by  satellite,  urged  that  the 
developed  nations  share  the  broadcast  spectrum  with 
the  developing  nations,  grappled  with  out  own  prob- 
lems of  Affirmative  Action,  opposed  de-regulation  of 
radio,  elected  four  new  members  and  honored  our  re- 
tiring Controller. 

Elsa  Knight  Thompson  was  probably  the  last  person 
hired  for  a  major  position  by  Pacifica's  founder,  Lewis 
Hill.  Now  retired,  Ms.  Thompson  was  for  many  years 
Program  Directed  of  KPFA  (Berkeley).   In  1971  she 
served  as  acting  Manager  of  KPFK.  One  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  meeting  was  a  discussion  on  "Pacifica  in 
the  80s"  which  featured  a  presentation  by  Elsa  on  Lew- 
is Hill's  concept  of  listener-sponsored  radio.  Elsa  was 
followed  by  Alan  Snitow  who  introduced  the  proposal 
for  a  satellite-distributed  Pacifica  nightly  national  news- 
cast. Elsa  described  Hill's  vision:  radio  which  has  a  di- 
rect and  personal  connection  to  the  listener;  radio 
which  is  independent  of  corporate  influence;  radio 
which  uses  that  personal  connection  nad  that  indepen- 
dence in  helping  the  quest  for  a  just  society  and  world 
peace  (as  in  our  name;  "Pacifica"  Foundation). 


Alan  described  the  need  for  a  Pacifica  National  Newscast. 
A  nightly  news  program  which  will  be  available  to  non- 
commercial community  stations  throughout  the  country. 
"The  aim,"  he  said,  "is  to  put  together  community  sta- 
tions around  the  country  into  a  network  that  will  pro- 
vide, for  the  first  time,  a  progressive  arena  for  news. 
It's  a  direct  challenge  to  the  networks,  both  commercial 
and  noncommercial,  in  radio." 

In  the  two-and-a-half  hour  discussion  that  followed.  It 
was  clear  that  the  leadership  of  the  Foundation  sees  that 
the  challenge  which  it  faces  is  to  apply  the  vision  and 
commitment  of  Pacifica's  founders  to  the  age  of  space 
technology  and  profound  social  change  we  are  now 
entering.  The  Board  approved  a  resolution  giving  the 
national  newscast  a  high  priority,  and  setting  June  1, 
1980,  as  the  target  date  for  the  first  national  broadcast. 

As  always,  Pacifica  faces  problems.  The  Houston  station, 
KPFT,  has  suffered  a  loss  of  both  listeners  and  income 
steadily  for  several  years.  A  special  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  look  into  ways  of  turning  that  situation 
around,  if  at  all  possible.  This  committee,  composed  of 
managers  of  the  other  stations,  will  report  to  the  Board's 
Executive  Committee  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  Communications  Policy  Committee  reported  on  the 
confrontation  between  major  industrialized  nations  and 
the  developing  nations  of  the  Third  World  over  the  al- 
location of  the  airwaves.  Once  every  twenty  years,  the 
governments  of  the  world  meet  to  divide  up  the  elec- 
tronic spectrum.  That  meeting  (the  World  Administra- 
tive Radio  Conference,  or  WARC)  started  in  Geneva 
last  month.  Pacifica  adopted  a  resolution  urging  the  US 
delegation  to  support  policies  which  will  allow  the  Third 
World  nations  to  develop  and  control  their  own  commu- 
nications systems.

Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us— through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payment.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  SI 5  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.    If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice^ 
you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  subscription  at  your  com- 
pany address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  SLire  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  mail,  and  should 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.  Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.  First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $8  extra  per  year  (pro-rated 
at  75  cents  per  month  for  current  subscriptions).  This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom— to  name  just 
a  few.  If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  piompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (21  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.    (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you. 


MOVING-ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.    There  is  an  address  change  form  on  the 
back  page  of  the  Folio  that  can  be  used  also.    Whenever  you 
do  an  address  change  with  us,  always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label— that  will  insure 
instant  handling.    Address  changes  returned  to  us  by  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us. 

PRISONER  SUBSCRIPTIONS 

KPFK  seends  free  to  any  prisoner,  upon  request,  the 
Folio. 

CASSETTE  FOLIOS  FOR  THE  PRINT  HANDICAPPED 

The  Folio  is  available  on  cassette  (returnable)  to  all 
print  handicapped  subscribers.    If  you  would  like  to 
receive  the  Folio  in  this  form,  please  tear  off  the  address 
label  on  the  back  of  the  Folio  and  send  it  along  with 
a  note  (or  you  may  call).    Within  two  months,  you  will 
be  receiving  your  complete  program  guide  on  cassette.    The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

EXCHANGE  MAILING  LISTS 

KPFK  exchanges  and  rents  its  subscriber  lists  to 
other  organizations  of  common  interest  (Channel  28, 
Ralph  Nader,  ACLU,  etc.).  If  you  don't  want  to  be 
on  exchange  mailing  lists,  send  your  Folio  label  to  the 
Subscriptions  Department  and  ask  for  an  "NJ"  Code. 
Your  name  will  then  be  automatically  removed  from 
all  mailings  except  for  the  Folio  and  renewal  letters.
